J« B. Robertaon, individually, and as agent and attorney-in-faot for Margaret
Rnberteon, gfue Roberteon Ross, Jolned pro forme by her husband, Zeno C. Roes, and
warren T, Robertson, protested the valuations placed on the land and improvements ovned
by sald helrs.

Qouncllman Viglf moved that the valuntions placed by the Board of Equolizatlon upon
sald properties be gustained and that no change be made.
